Owg of the strongest argnments in favor of
the liberal doctrines maintained in this coun

try by the Republican parly, aud by the pro-
greasive parties of other oountries, is the
uniform favorable results which have every-
where followed the earrying out of those doo-
trinos. In the days of the pro-slavery and
anti-alavery disoussions in this country, the
wrongs and outrages of the slave system
formed the staple of the argnments against the
jnstitution. They were, doubtless, effective in
reaching the sympathies and moral sonse of
the people; but it may well be doubled
whether the positive bengficial ¢ffects of freedom,
as daily displayed in  the intel-
ligence, oulture, wealth, aund power of
the nation itself, were not the strongest poasi-
ble arguments against slavéry. So, in advo-
cating the fullest realization of the great prin-
diples of politioal equality which lie at the
basis of our aystem of government, we can
constantly appeal to the faot, demonstrated
over and over again, that the extension of
politioal rights and privilegea works so well in
practios, that no retrograde movement has
ever been attempted in our country, or could
be attempted with any ohance of success. For
instance, in the earlier history of the country a
property qualification for snfirage was almost
universally required. It hag since been
abolished, we believe, in every Btate. This
involved & vast-extension of the right of suf-
frage, yot. no. évil results followed. Nobody
now proposes to go back to the policy of
restrioted suffrage in that reapect. The liberal
polisy haa worked well in practice. It has vin.
dioated itself by its results.

If we take those States in the Union which
have adopted the most liberal idess in regard
to the equality of political rights — those
indeed, which place no restriction whatevar
upon the right of manhood suffrage, do we find
any evil results following? On the contrary,
in what other Etates will we find better
gohools, intelligencs more widely diffused
among the masses, wiser laws for the protec-
tion of person and property, public and pri-
vate works of charity better sustained; in a
word, where else will we find that organiza-
tion of society which we call government
more wisely or beneflcently performing its
funotions ¥ Now it is universally concaded
that one fact is worth whole volumes of theory-
Bolentific savans demonstrated theoratically
that mo steamship could ever ocross the
Atlantio; yet the first ona that did oross scat-
tered their theories to the winds, When the
plan of a Pacifio Railroad was broached, a dis-
tinguished Senator brought forward the objec-
tion that the immenge herds of builaloss
roaming over the plains wounld destroy the
track.

The road has already been DLuilt straight
through the great bLuffalo range, and not a
FoRa fry OF & rill has evar been disturbed by
them. 8o those theorists who always pro-
phesy evil against the people, who doubt their |
capacity for self-government, who go into
spasms at every proposal to widen the base
of the great pyramid of social organization,
we point to the admitted and potent fact that
the peopls do know how to govern them-
solves, that they are doing if, and that they
are doing it most snccessfully where ths great
pringiple of equal rights is most thorpughly
carried out into practionl results, We point
to the successful voyage of the ship of state
npon the ses of Demooracy, as the trinmphant
reply to those who prophesied disaster and
utter fallure.

In view of what liberal prinoiples have done
for our country—of their acknowledged suc-
osss—of their beneficial results where most
fully oarried out, we wonld like to ask intelli-
gont conservatives, who still hesitate and hold
back, whether, after all, if we wera to closs
this great struggle of thirty years' standiog
by the authoritative and definite settlement
that, hereéafter, in the United States, absolate
political equality should prevail among all
classes of citizens, whether, we say, it would
not be the wisest possible course for all parties
to pursue? The final settlement of this
guestion is most desirable, in whatever
aspeot we view it. The grounds ol citizen-
ship and the status el the citizen should be
fixed. Bo long as they remain unsettled,
politios in this country must remain in an
abnormal and vunataral condition, We gan-
not move forward to the consideration of true
politival issues, such as finance, taxation, pub-
lo improvements, elo,, until we get these
fundamental questions affocting the rights of
citizenship settled npon a definite and endur-

ng basts. The moment this ghall be done
there will be & great reorganization of parties.
Quogtions of the polioy of condnoting the Gov-
ernment, instead of these exciting snd funda-
mental issues as to ite renl charaoter, will
command ‘the public attention. Onos
it that the character of this Govern.
is that of equal rights for all its citi-
lot all parties recognize that a,
definite finality of slavery and all the ques-
growiug out of i, and we then give oo-
for true political issaes—that is, issues
of policy instead of issues of fundamental
form or organio character—to arise and form
the dividing lines between parties, As It Ls

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ride all othars,” Tt must bé so. [ may favor &
tarilf or T may favor protection, but my inte-
rest in the guestion whother this countiry is to
be A true democracy, based on equal rights, or
gome modifled form of aristooracy, based on
¢lass privileges, overrides my interest in frea
trade or tariff; and untll that fundamental
question ia definitely sottled, must continue to
do 8o,

We commend thia view of the oase to
thoughtful men in the Democratio party, It
goems Lo us that the prosent conrse of that
party ténds (o keep alive these fundamental
isgues, and to prevont true questions of poli-
tics from dividing onr political organizations,
We nrge asettloment of fundamental ques.
tions upon the basis of equal rights, not be.
onuse snch a settlement is absolutely free from
danger, but beosuse wo buelieve it to be the
best and safest attuivable settlement, We
have gone too far with the democratic-repub-
lioam experiment to halt with it unfinighed;
and onr actual experience thus far points to
equal rights as the safest and surest basis for
our political structurs.

That “Flaunting Lie.""
A Demoorarie journal, in the fullness of ils
ignorance, and while laboring uander the
necessity of saying somsthing extremely bril-
liant, prints the following: —

“Advice to our rdicnl contemporaries. Copy
ok s campalgn document that scirring radioal
Iyrie, whieh apposred In the New York
T'ribune—

The poom referred to did appear in the New
York Z'ribune several years ago, and created
1o little sensation at the time; although it was
printed merely as a literary production of
more than ordinary merit, and without any
editorial endorsement or comment. The poem
in question was descriptive of the retuarn of a
fugitive from slavery, on board a United
States vessel, under circumstances of peculiar
hardship and unnecessary oruelty, even to a
striot and liberal enforcoment of the most ob-
noxious provisions of the Fugilive Slave law
of 1860, Aboutthe same tima there appeared
in other journals two or thres poems upon
kindred subjects, written in the same strain,
and by the same hand; and the author has
gince, by his own confession, been proven to
be General Charles (. Halpine, the “Miles
O'Reilly’’ of the New York Citizen. General
Halpine, both before and ginoe the war,has been
an nunyielding Democrat, and has never
voted or acted with the Republican party. His
Democracy is now of the most orthodex stripe,
and at the last municipal elaction in New York
his services to the party were rewarded by his
election to the office of Register of Wills of
that oity, one of the most influential and pro-
fitable in the metropolis. Ha is, moreover,
and has always been, an earnest supporter of
Andrew Johnson, and has even been adinitted
to long consultations with that ecoentric per-
gonage, the substance of the conversations
between the twain being swbsequently dished
up in the Citizen inthe most elaborate fashion.
When, under such ciroumstances, the Demo-
cratic press still persist in casting reproach
upon the Republican party for this “‘stirring
